What can give greater Satis- 
faction to the generous Chriſtian Soul, next 
to the Contemplation of God, and his infi- 
nite Love and Goodneſs to us, than the re- 
flex Thoughts of having relieved our fellow

There 
are frequent Applications made to me, to 
know it there be any Vacancies in the old 
People's Hoſpital, both by the People 
themſelves, and Perſons both of high and 
low Stations in their Name, whom I would 
with the greateſt Willingneſs oblige, but 
am in no Capacity to comply with, till 
the LORD in his, Providence grant an En- 
largement of our Fund, and Encreaſe of our 
Stock, in order to pay off our Reparations, 
which ye will find by this Treatiſe abſo- 
lutely neceſſary: For I can declare, both in 
the Name of the Honourable Magiſtrates 
and Governors, and in my own Name, we 
would be heartily willing to prefer Ten for 
One, if it were within rhe Corhpals of our 
Power to maintain them; therefore I ear- 
neſtly plead with all that deſire either their 
Friends or Acquaintances preferred, that ye 
would uſe all Means poſſible in perſuad- 
ing one another, in whatever Station you 
are in, and whatever Company you may 
happen to be with, to contribute ſome 
Motety for this good Work.

now which is much owing to the Diligence 


and Fidelity of the Council of that Hoſpital, * 
and to Thomas Fiſher and James Toung Trea- * 
{urers theret o. gr Wm oe i 

In the Year 1695, the Merchant Compa- 
ny in Edinburgh, and Mary Erskine Reli& 
of James Hare, founded an Hoſpital for poor 


young Girls, which gow maintains the Num- 
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Serb * 44 Girls, beſides a Governeſs, a Sub- 
EHovernels, and Servants. 

The Crafifmen of Edinburgh did in the 
Year. 1704 begin to found an Hoipital for 


poor Girls in the ſaid City, and having pro- 


cured conſiderable Mortifications, and par- 
ticularly from the foreſaid Mary Erskine, Ac. 
it does now maintain a Governeſs and Sub- 
governeſs, | Servants, and about 40 Girls. 
Here I cannot omit to ſhew that in tlie 
Year 1709, upon the Application of the 
"Commiſſion of the General Aﬀembly, her 


Majeſty Queen Anne did erect the Society 


in Scotland forpropagating Chritian Know- 


leage, which eonſiſteth of Nobility, Gen- 
try, Miniſters and others, and which, from 


the laſt Accounts thereof, read in the teveral 
Churches, had near 80 Schools, at which 
there is educated near 4000 poor Children 
early, and ſome of them are maintained 
b the faid Society. And theſe Schools 
th been bleſſed with great Suceſs, fo that 
in ſome Places, where few could read, now 


almoſt the whole Riſing Generation are 
taught, and come to Church with their Bibles, 


and are in Caſe to teach their Parents, and 
others qe to Age, the Principles of our 
holy Religion, yea many Chiidren of Papiſts 
-are taught at theſe Schools, and the EngilſÞ 
Language is ſpreading chrough the Highlands 
and Hands; and where Miniſters have two,

But now I proceed to what I chiefly de- 
ſtgned, which is to give an Account of the 
hp of Trinity-Hoſpital, which has been a 
elief to many, and is ſo to this Day, and I 
hope in a ſhort Space of Time ſhall be able 
to relieve many more. And though the 
City of Edinburgh be concerned in this 
Hoſpital in the firſt Place, yetit is cer- 
tain that Perſons from all Parts of Scotland 


are often benefited thereby. If any will take a 


View of this City, and inform themſelves 
of the Heads of Families therein, it will be 
found that not one of Ten of them were bor 
in Edinburgh, but the Inhabitants are made 
up of People frome all Parts of the Nation; 
and none 00 but his or theirs may he re- 


lieved by the Charity of ſome of the fore- 
faid Hoſpitals,” and ſuch as can ſpare it, can- |

The pinching Neceſlities, and earneſt So- 
licitations of many, both Men and Women 
at this Time, ſome of whom have been in

Poſts in their Day, together with the earneſt

clearer Light to thoſe who know little about 
it, than has been known for ſome Time 
paſt. The little Knowledge of its State, 
Conſtitution and Management, I firmly 
believe, has been to its Loſs and Detriment 
for many Years bypaſt. 

Tis very plain, that the long Building, 
going along the Weſt- ſide of Leith Wynd 
was a Fabrick in Popiſn Times, and be- 
longed to the College, under the Name of 
Trinity-College, for that Building at South 


End, going Eaſt and Weſt, was afterwards 


built. I find in the 10th of November 1567, 
Sir Simon Preſton, then Provoſt of Ediu- 
barg h, produced in Council à Gitr of the 
Trinity College, Kirk-Houſes, Biggings and 
Yards, which he had obtain'd and impe-

Love to the Town he gave the ſaid Gift, 
and tranſmitted the Right thereof, to them, 
to be holden for an Hoſpital.

Indeed all the Queſtion is about 
the Quanta n, how much ought thus to be 
dedicated to God, aud to fix it upon the 
Tenth Part, is neither Popiſh, nor lepal, 
nor Jewiſh, but a known Truth or Duty, 
long before the Oldeſt of theſe was heard of 
in the World ; this was no natural, but an 
adoptive Child of Moſes, nor was ita Type 
or Ceremony, as ſacrificing was (which was 
alſo before the Law) for then there muſt be 
ſome Spiritual Subſtance, typed out by it, 
but was practiſed by the Light of Nature, 
and Law of Reaſon, Moral Law and Law of 
Nations every where.

20. pay Tithes to Melchiſe- 
dic, the great Repreſentat ive of Chriſt. And 
that they were paid as a due to the Prieſt- 
hood of Chriſt (ſuſtained then in a Figure 
by Melchiſædic) the Seventh Chapter to the 
Hebrems proves abundantly, and that 
Levi himſelf who took Tithes, haye payed 
them, and that Lev; had only a Commiſſion 
(pro tempore) to be God's Rent Gatherers 
and Receivers.
